BeLieu is military aide to 
Secretary of the Army Robert 
T. Stevens. He was called for 
first-hand testimony about the 
incident at Fort Monniouth, 
N.J., last October when Cohn, 
chief counsel to the McCarthy 
subcommittee, is accused of 
“declaring war” on the Army. 

Stevens had related the story, 
as it was told to him, earlier in 
the Senate hearings on the row 
between Senator Joseph McCar- 
thy (Rep.), Wisconsin, and, Pen- 
tagon officials,

KEY WEST, Fla., May 25 (AP) 
—A United States Navy blimp 
landed today after breaking the 
world’s endurance record with 
more than 200 hours of sus- 


tained flight without refueling. 

The big lighter-than-air craft 
landed at the Boca Chica Naval 
Air Station 200 hours and four 
minutes after it began its rec- 
ord flight from the Lakehurst 
(N.J.) Naval Air Station May 17. 
It shattered the old record of 
170.3 hours set in 1947 by an 
M-type airship also out of Lake- 
hurst. 

The craft was commanded on 
its record flight by Cmdr. Mar- 
ion H. Eppes of Pinson, Ala. A 
crew of 12 Navy men and a 
civilian observer were aboard. 
Eppes told reporters by radio 
before the blimp landed that 
ali aboard had eaten and slept 
well, “but after a week we need 
baths.” ~ 

He said a deep freeze pro- 
vided everyone aboard with ex-| 


cellent food throughout the trip 
from Lakehurst. 

The 342-foot non-rigid air- 
ship covered more than 3000 
miles on patrol over the Atlantic 
seaboard, the Caribbean and the 
Gulf of Mexico. A Navy spokes- 
man said the blimp had been 
un-‘ier way at all times and never 
“just hovered.” 

“The blimp could wait for a 
sulmarine to suriace if it took 
all week,” the spokesman added, 
“anc there are many other times 
when continuous flight without 
refueling could be a great tacti- | 
cal advantage.” 

The blimp did not pick up any 
fuel or provisions -during the 
trip Dut it did take on sea water, 
to repiace gasoline consumed: A 
weighted canvas bag was low- 
ered into the sea from about 150 
feet. and water hauled aboard to 
serve as ballast.

Johnson, who is president of 
the Western League, a minor

In a statement to the sub- 
committee, Johnson urged the 
Cardinal owner to “separate 
yourself promptly from ¢ the 
‘brewing industry and devote all

ganization.” 

Replying, Busch said he did 
not regard Johnson's “attack 
upon me or our company as 
warranted under the circum- 
stances.” 

Anheuser-Busch, he declared, 
has received no tax benefits 
whatsoever from operating 
losses of the Cardinal club, 
which the brewery purchased 
last year. 

Referring to statements that 
the brewery has enjoyed a tax 
windfall from its ownership of 
the Cardinals, Busch declared: 

“Last year, the Cardinal or- 
ganization showed a consider- 
able operating loss from which 
Anheuser-Busch, Inc., got no tax 
benefit. . . .

Of Force Assailed by U.S. in Trial 


Defendants Were Responsible for Circula- 


tion of Pamphlets on Use of 
Violence, Attorney Says. 


Five Communists on trial here 
were responsible for circulation 
of books and pamphlets holding 
that the capitalistic system could 
be overthrown only by force 
and violence, a Government at- 
torney said today in closing 
ar ent. 


“Ang yet they sit there on the 
stand and say the Communist 
party never taught and advocat- 
ed the violent overthrow of the 
United States Government,” B. 
Franklin Taylor, special assistant 
to the United States Attorney 
General, declared. 


. Addressing a jury in United | 


States District Judge Roy W. 
Harper’s court, Taylor called 
particular attention to four of 
the defendants—William Sent- 
ner, Robert Manewitz, Marcus A. 
Murphy and James F, Forest. 
He did not mention the fifth de- 
fendant, Forest’s wife, Dorothy 
Rose, by name. ' 
Sentner, Manewitz, Forest and 
Murphy were important leaders 
in the Communist party, es- 


pecially in the 1930s, and as 
such were responsible for circu- | 


lation of party literature sug- 
gesting the necessity of violence, 
Taylor said. 

He told the jury that the de- 
fendants, along with other top 
Communists, had a change of 
attitude when Germany invaded 
Russia, advocating industrial 
peace in the United States and 
co-operation with the war effort. 


| He said the Communists became 


concerned “when the fatherland 
was threatened.” 


Calling attention to defense 
testimony, he stated: “You some- 
times would think Fascism were 
on trial. Not that we agree with 
Fascism. God knows we fought it. 

“But they believe the best de- 
fense is a good offense, so they 
have used fascism as a smoke 
screen in hopes the Red fascism 
will be overlooked.” 

Giving the Government’s view 


of the real aims and purposes 
of the Communist party, Taylor 
described a meeting of top-level 
party leaders in Los Angeles in 
1946, after the party had been 
reconstituted and Earl Browder 
ousted as national chairman. 

The Government attorney 
said the decision of the meet- 
ing was that the party should 
concentrate on infiltrating the 
“big, basic—the decisive — in- 
a, such as steel, coal and 
oil. 
| “Is that the way a political 
| party in this country operates?” 
Taylor asked the jury. 

“You people are all possessed 
of wide experience and sound 
judgment. In the light of these 
things, what do you think the 
purpose of such a program 
was?” 

Because the United States is 
highly industrialized, ‘a few men 
|in key industries could paralyze” 
production in time of war, the 
‘Government attorney said, point- 
| ing out the danger of such action 
to the country’s security. 

“The Communist party knows 
this,”. Taylor continued. “I sug- 
gest this was thg purpose on 
concentrating on the basic in- 
dustries. I suggest that this is 
not the kind of program that a 
political party has.” 

At the end of Taylor's sum- 
mation, the defense will begin 
its final arguments, then La- 
fayette E. Broome, chief Gov- 
ernment counsel, will close for

RAY JENKINS HAS REPORT 
ON PERESS, WON'T READ IT 


WASHINGTON, May 25 (AP) 
~—Counsel Ray Jenkins of the 
McCarthy-Army inquiry said to- 
day he has received—but does 
not intend to read — an Army 
summarization of its report on 
the Maj. Irving Peress case. 


Peress, a New York dentist, 
Was promoted and given an hon- 
orable discharge although he 
had refused to answer questions 
from Senator McCarthy’s in- 
vestigations subcommittee about 
alleged Communist links.

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EDUCATION CHEF 
SAYS US. SLIPS 
N NEW SCHOOL 


Samuel Brownell Tells} 


National P.-T.A. We 
Fall 
Classrooms a Year. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N.J., May 
25 (AP)—United States Com- 
missioner of Education Samuel 
M. Brownell said today the na- 
tion is slipping two steps back 
for every step forward in school 
construction. 

“If we are to meet current 
needs, we must build 117,000 
new classrooms annually,” 
Brownell said. “We now build 
approximately 50,000 a year. 
Hence, we are falling behind at 


the rate fo 67,000 classrooms 
annually.” 

In a speech prepared for de- 
livery to the annual convention 
of the National Congress of Par- 
ents and Teachers, Brownell said 
the nation’s education prob- 
lems “will not be solved by any 
single dramatic move.” 

“We face a long term job, not 
a crisis,” he said. “We must see 
that the steps we take today are 
part of a long-range program.” 

List ‘Challenges.’ 

That program, he said, should 
include ways to meet these 
“challenges” facing the P.-T.A. 
and the nation: 

1. At the start of this year 

‘ there was a “shortage of about 
72,000 prepared teachers for 
elementary schools.” ‘The sit- 
uation is made worse by the 
fact that “we cannot buy de- 
voted and able teachers as we 
can buy classrooms.” 

2. The “serious drop-out” 
problem presented by students 
who, for one reason or an- 
other, leave school before 
graduation is hitting the na- 
tion with losses it can’t afford 
in “potential trained man- 
power.” 

3. Iliteracy still “consti- 
tutes an appalling national 
waste.” There are 8,000,000 
“functional illiterates”—those 
with less than five years 
schooling—in the United States 
today. 

Picture Not All Black. 
Brownell went on to say the 

education picture isn't all black. 
He said there is “some evidence 
of progress” which “we all need 
to keep in mind when we read 
and hear the inadequacies and 
criticisms of today’s education.” 

On the credit side he listed: 

1. Between 1930 and 1953 
the number. of one-room 
schools was reduced from 
148,700 to 48,700. 

2. More Americans are get- 
ting more education than 
ever before—“those over 65, 
for example, average 7.7 
years of school completed, 
those between 35 and 44, 9.9 

ears completed, and those 

etween 20 and 24 12.1 
years.” 

3. Teacher salaries, “while 
still inadequate in many 

places, have risen from a na- 
tional average of $1420 (per 
year) in 1930 to the present 
estimated average of $3725.”

General Electric Executive Says Current} 
Can Be Produced at Rates Equal 
to Present Scale.

WASHINGTON, May 25 — 
Atomic power plants will be 
producing commercial electric- 
ity to compete with conven- 
tional sources within the next 
10 years, Francis K. McCune, 
head of the General Electric 
Co. atomic products division, 
predicted yesterday. 

Addressing a forum on indus- 
trial use of nuclear resources, 
McCune said it is possible that 
“a number of atomic power 
plants” owned by private in- 
dustry will be operating within 
the next five years and “cer- 
tainly within 10 years.” 

Atomic power at prices equiv- 
alent to or lower than present 
rates can be produced without 
Government subsidies for con- 
struction of plants or operation, 
although the Government prob- 
ably will trade actively with pri- 
vate operators in buying and 
selling nuclear fuel and by- 
products, he added. 

Names Preferred Types. 

Two types of nuclear reactors 
—the so-called “boiling” reactor 
cooled by water and the 
graphite-moderated reactor in 
which graphite is used to slow

down neutrons—appear to be 
the “best suited for earliest and 
most effective competition with 
conventional-fuel plants in this 
country,” McCune said. 

However, Dr. Lawrence R. 
Hafstad, director of reactor de- 
velopment for the Atomic Ener- 
gy Commission, told the forum 
two other versions of the com- 
mercial nuclear reactor may be 
“the most promising in the long 
run.” 

He listed these as the homeg- 
enous reactor, using uranium 
fuel in a water solution, and the 
“fast breeder” reactor producing 
plutonium as a by-product. 

He agreed with McCune that 
the graphite and “boiling” re- 
actors, together with the older 
pressurized water type, may of- 
fer better results in the imme- 
diate future. All five versions 
will be studied in a five-year 
program of reactor research re- 
cently announced by the AEC. 

The “boiling” reactor, using 
uranium slightly enriched with 
isotopes 233 or 235 as fuel, “is 
one which can become competi- 
tive” in areas where fuel for 
conventional power plants is 
high, McCune said. He estimated 
that initial cost of nuclear fuel 
for one large reactor may run 
as high as $40,000,000 

Hafstad told 400 executives of 
private power companies and in- 
vestment firms attending the 
forum that the AEC lacks sufti- 
cient technical data to deter- 
mine which of the five reactors 
under study will prove the most 
economical. 

Offers Added Income. 
The “breeder” reactor, he 


pointed out, will offer additional 


income to defray construction 
costs by producing strategic plu- 
tonium. He said this in turn 
could be sold to other power 
firms for use as fuel or to the 
Government for atomic weapons. 

Under’ the Atomic Energy 
Act of 1946, private interests 
are prohibited from producing 
plutonium in appreciable 
amounts. Two pending bills to 
amend the 1946 statute would 
relax this limitation, but re- 
quire by-product plutonium to 


be sold only to the Govern-| 


ment. 

Because the homogeneous re- 
actor, developed from an orig- 
inal version employed at Los 
Alamos, would use uranium 
fuel in aqueous form, expensive 
chemical processing would be 
avoided, Hafstad said. 


He predicted that the first 
large reactor in actual use will 
be the pressurized water type 
to be installed in a plant 
planned by Duquesne Power 
and Light Co. of Pittsburgh, 
‘under an arrangement with the 
AEC. Hafstad said the Duquesne 
project should be in operation 
in three to four years.

S it really a pennant guar- 
| antee to have a 20-game 

winning pitcher on a club’s 
roster? ... The question came 
up in a fan-session and the 
answer is No, with a “but” 
attached. ... Clubs have won 
championships without a 20- 
game ace, but the instances 
have been few. An opportune 
bulletin from Earl Hilligan of 
the American League statisti- 
cal bureau goes into this sub- 
ject interestingly. ... The fol- 
lowing paragraph tells the 
story: 

“Only six times in the 
American League’s 53 seasons 
has the pennant team had no 
20-game winner... . The sixth 
time was last year when the 
New York Yankees, winning 
their fifth pennant, had as 
their top pitcher Whitey Ford 
with only 18 wins. ... In 1313 
and 1914 the Athletics won 
both years with Chief Bender 
as top mound man with 18 
and 17 victories respectively.

Nine-tenths of the protests 
filed over disputed plays in base- 
ball are hardly worth the time 
it takes the league president 
to toss them into his waste bas- 
ket.

The point in dispute is not 
whether Chicago Left Fielder 
Ralph Kiner made a fair catch 
of Wally Moon’s fifth-inning line 
drive. The question is: What can 
be done to rectify an error by 
the umpires? Because one ump, 
Hal Dixon, at third base, sig- 
naled a fair hit, Cardinal base 
|runners raced around the bags, 
'two of them crossing the plate.

| cision of another ump, Tom Gor- 
man, who was at second base, 
the Cubs tagged that bag and 
completed what Gorman ruled a 
double play, thus nullifying the 
run scored by Del Rice.

If Dixon’s “fair hit” sign had 
prevailed, the Cardinals would 
have scored three runs in the 
inning and would have had two 
men out (one man was out when 
the play arose, and the second 
out would be a force play at 
second).

Guided Missile Progress. 


Morever, the Soviet Union is 
quite probably ahead of the 
United States in the immense 
task of guided missile research, 
to which the Pentagon has never 
accorded the highest priority. 
Thus the question is raised 
whether the Soviets may not 
be the first to achieve an inter- 

ontinental missile with hydro- 
poe warhead. If so, the sense of 
security that this country so 
curiously draws from. the weap- 
ons of total destruction, will 
prove to be false indeed. 


The hydregen bomb is thought 
to be a major step on the way 
to the inter-continental guided 
missile for a rather simple rea- 
son. In brief, it greatly helps 
to solve the toughest problem of 
the long-range missile develop- 
ers.

Contrary to the common su- 
perstition, neither atomic bombs 
nor hydrogen bombs are limit- 
lessly destructive.

Hence, a basic change of speci- 
fication for inter-continental mil- 
siles is now possible, both in the 
United States and in the Soviet 
Union—for too tnany people for- 
get that the Soviets also have 
the hydrogen bomb.

The permissible error for 
such a missile is approximately 
1500 feet from aiming point. 
No guidance system or combi- 
nation of guidance systems now 
known to science can steer a 
missile through four or five 
thousand miles of the upper 
air; and then surely bring it 
down within less than a third 
of a mile of its pinpoint target. 

‘The situation is quite differ- 
ent, however, now that the prac- 
titioners of the guided missile 
art have hydrogen warheads to 
play with. The destructiveness 
is far greater. The scientists 
speak, in fact, of hydrogen war- 
heads of less than one ton 
weight with the power of one 
mega-ton, which means the de- 
structive power of 1,000 tons of 
TNT. Thus the _ permissible 
error is also far greater. A 
guided missile with hydrogen 
warhead that will strike within 
three or four miles of its aim- 
ing point will do its dreadful 
work with complete success. 

Designing long-range guidance 
systems becomes easier and 
easier, by a geometrical pro- 
gression, with each increase of 
the permissible error.

The Right to Unbelief 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


A resolution is before Congress to 
amend the pledge of allegiance to 
the flag by inserting after the words 

- “one nation indivisible,’ the words 
> “ynder God.” 
This resolution is perhaps the most 
brazen attempt in recent times to 
.. subvert the religious liberty guaran- 
. teed Americans under our Constitu- 
tion, Article VI of which states that 
* ., no religious test shall ever be 
required as a qualification to any 
office or public trust under the Unit- 
ed States.” 

The Constitution further provides 
for affirmations (which are taken 
by unbelievers) as the equivalent of 
oaths (taken by believers); and the 
First Amendment requires that “Con- 
gress shall make no law respecting 

- an establishment of religion, or pro- 
hibiting the free exercise thereof.” 

The free exercise of religion in- 
cludes the right not to believe as 
well as to believe. The unbeliever, 
therefore, has absolutely the same 
right to his unbelief under the Con- 
stitution as the believer has to his 
belief; yet the proposed resolution 
would seek to deprive him of this 
constitutional right. 

Those whose piety dulls their en- 
thusiasm for granting to others the 
religious freedom they themselves 
wish to enjoy should consider care- 
fully the following significant words 
of Mr. Justice Jackson. In his dis- 
a in Zorach vs. Clau- 
son (Supreme Court of the United 

States, 1952), Justice Jackson wrote: 

“My evangelistic brethren confuse 

" an objection to compulsion with an 
objection to religion. ... The day 
this country ceases to be free for ir- 
religion it will cease to be free for 

_ religion—except for the sect that can 
win political power.” 

The present resolution has passed 

the Senate, but ig still before the 
House Committee on Judiciary, to 
which letters may be sent. All be- 
lievers in religious freedom should 
urge that committee and their own 
Representatives to defeat this out- 
rageous resolution which seeks to 
enforce a Government-prescribed re- 
ligious belief upon our citizens.

There has been another heated walkout by 
members of a congregsional committee, This 
time two Democrats—Representatives Wayne L. 
Hays of Ohio and Gracie Pfost of Idaho—left the 
House subcommittee, headed by B. Carroll Reece 
of Tennessee, now investigating tax-exempt foun- 
dations for possible support of subversion, 

The explosion ‘came when Aaron M. Sargent, 
a witness from San Francisco, testified that 
“Paul Douglas’ was a “Socialist” in college days. 

This line of testimony looked to committee 
members Hays and Pfost like an attempt to dis- 
credit Senator Douglas without any justifica- 
tion. Mr. Hays and Mrs. Pfost also protested 
against “dropping names” as a violation of the 
subcommittee rules which require that deroga- 
tory information be given first in closed session, 

Representative Reece was the only Republican 
present, but he cast the votes of Representatives 
Wolcott of Michigan and Goodwin of Massa- 
chusetts against a Hays motion to dispense with 
the witness until he could first be heard in 
executive session. Mr. Reece, voting the absent 
members, carried the day 3 to 2. Thereupon the 
Democrats walked out and the session ended. 

Representative Reece appears to be another 
Republican who is trying to goad the Democrats 
into reprisals against the Eisenhower legislative 
program. What other convincing explanation can 
there be for a tactic @f this kind? 

Whether or not Senator Douglas was a So- 
cialist in his college student days has no rele- 
vance in the present investigation. In the first 
place, being a Socialist then or now is not any 
kind of crime. Second, the designation has noth- 
ing whatever to do with the inquiry into alleged 
subversion in connection with foundations, 

As for Senator Douglas, the political annals 
of Illinois show that he was elected on the Dem- 
ocratic ticket six years ago over C. Wayland 
Brooks by 403,000 votes. Paul Douglas is an 
ex-Marine in the Senate who was wounded in 
World War Il—at the Battle of Okinawa. In the 
light of his gallantry in aetion and in the light 
of his outstanding service in the Senate, this 
assault on him turns back on those who launch it. 

Contrast that with the way in which Senator 
Douglas last week came to the defense of his 
November opponent, Joseph T. Meek. Here are 
excerpts from a blazing telegram the Illinois 
Senator sent to the editor of the Communist 
newspaper, The Daily Worker, in New York: 


Your scurrilous, rotten attack on Mr. 
Meek, of the Republican party, has been 
brought to my attention. Although Mr. Meek 
is my opponent and we shall fight out the 
issues of the campaign, I personally resent 
your attack on him. 


I also resent the intrusion of a foreign 
dominated conspiracy, Communism, and its 
lackey newspaper into Illinois politics. In 
Illinois we can settle our differences with- 
out the advice of lackeys of the Kremlin. 


Mr. Meek doesn’t get his orders from 
Moscow via the underground and he doesn't 
have to squirm like a worm on a hot stove 
to follow the party line. We may disagree 
politically, but we are one in our abhor- 
rence of your chicanery and fraud. 


Communism mentally, morally, spiritually 
and politically is the enemy of all people. [ 
am proud that your Illinois branch in its 
latest manifesto called me “a Red baiter 
rivalled by few in the Democratic party.” I 
take that as a badge of merit. 


Russian and Chinese Communism and 
their aggressive tyrannies are thrusting out 
for new colonial empires. Your conspiracy 
will pay the full penalty for these crimes, 


I repeat, I resent your attack on Mr. Meek, 
who is a patriotic American, and I challenge 
you to print these views.

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Airlift to the South 

The sudden airlift of United States arms to 
Nicaragua and Honduras, in direct response to 
shipments of arms from Communist sources to 
Guatemala, shows that Washington is giving 
both affairs the rush treatment, as if they rep- 
resented a major diplomatic crisis, 

A direct arms race in our back yard, if it is 
an arms race, is so unusual as to raise questions 
for which the American public lacks answers. 
What is the nature and extent of the military 
preparations in these three republics; Commu- 
nist-influenced Guatemala, Honduras and Nica- 
ragua under right-wing rule? 

Each of these countries has a sovereign right 
to prepare for self-defense. But none has the 
right to attack the others, if indeed any one of 
the three has the means or intent. What is the 
danger? Is it invasion, or is it interior revolt 
fomented by one neighbor in another? 

Presumably the new airlift is a sign of the 
prompt answer which the United States will give 
to a Communist threat to New World republics. 
As such it is a good sign. But North American 
arms rushed into Central American hands ought 
to be accompanied by a clear explanation of 
what the neighborhood arms race implies.

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Just One Week 

St. Lduis has had a week's trial of the new 
downtown limited parking plan. That is not a 
thorough trial but it was enough to suggest that 
the limited parking rules are a mess. 

The police did their best. But they had to try 
to enforce a complicated set of rules allowing 
one hour of parking, outsitle the rush hours, on 
one side of one-way downtown streets, except 
for fire plugs, mail boxes, etc. 

So the police sent out an amazing flying squad- 
ron of tow trucks led by motorcycle officers at 
the “point,” much like a street-bound Air Force 
formation. They moved up and down towing 
away illegally parked cars. Here is the sorry 
record day by day:

Five days, 128 cars towed off and 582 tickets 
for illegal parking show it is not easy to enforce 
parking rules for busy narrow thoroughfares 
which allow. parking in some places at some 
times, or do not allow parking in some places at 
some times. 

It is not very easy to obey such rules, either. 
The public signboards spelling out the permis- 
sions and exceptions are beginning to read like 
the fine print in a trick deed. — : 

Yet this is what the Board of Aldermen im- 
posed on the city, by knocking a hole in the 
master traffic plan and issuing parking rules 
over Mayor Tucker's veto. 

Already criticism is piling up. The Team and 
Truck Owners’ Association has found that remoy- 
ing the no-parking bar slowed deliveries of mer- 
chandise by 10 or 15 per cent. It has slowed 
traffic as well. This is agreed to by Maj. William 
G. Cibulka, head of the police traffic squad, 
Traffic Commissioner Charles G. Gonter and 


Director of Streets and Sewers Frank Kriz. 


As expected, parking can be a serious obstruc- 
tion on the Olive and Pine ‘streetcar routes. 
Drivers cannot move around a stopped streetcar 
on one side and often find the other side blocked 
by a motorist waiting to park. 

The City Administration has given the alder- 
men a bill to restore the ban on daytime parking 
on Olive and Pine streets. This bill should be 
passed. Maybe limited parking on the other 
streets can stand a longer test of time, but if it 
does not, the aldermen are going to be asked 
to return to the master traffic plan. 
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A Question of Power 

Why does Lewis L. Strauss, chairman of the 
Atomic Energy Commission, want the powers of 
his office expanded? 

That is a question which should be fully and 
explicitly answered when Adm. Strauss testifies 
before congressional committees considering the 
Cole-Hickenlooper bill to amend the Atomic 
Energy Act of 1946. 

Some rather extreme charges are being kicked 
around to the effect that Adm. Strauss is trying 
to establish a personal “dictatorship” over the 
vastly important field of atomic energy. You do 
not have to agree with those charges to agree 
that, assuming only the highest of motives on 
Adm. Strauss’s part, still the public is entitled 
to a convincing explanation of why the AEC 
chairman's powers should be expanded. 

Under the act as it now stands, each member 
of the five-man commission which runs the Gov- 
ernment’s vast operations in atomic energy has 
equal standing and authority. Under the revised 
version proposed by Adm. Strauss, Representa- 
tive W. Sterling Cole and Senator Bourke B. 
Hickenlooper, the chairman would be made the 
“principal officer’ and would thus enjoy, pre- 
sumably, a special status and powers. Why? 

At his news conference last week, President 
Eisenhower said that if he could be sure men 
of the caliber of Adm. Strauss would always be 
available to head the commission, then. he could 
stand placing a Jot of authority in the chairman's 
hands. But as the President implicitly recognized, 


laws cannot be written for particular occupants c 


of particular offices. They must be written on 
principle, Mr. Eisenhower said the question of 
the AEC chairman’s powers had not been dis- 
cussed with him. It certainly should be fully 
discussed by Congress, 

Is there some respect in which the five-man 
commission form of atomic energy control has 
worked badly? If so, Adm. Strauss should tell 
the country what it is and what purpose greater 
authority for the chairman is meant to serve, 
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Why the British Go Slow 

Whatever decision the British cabinet may 
have taken on Southeast Asia policy over the 
weekend, Britain’s key role in the crisis has 
been emphasized by Foreign Secretary Eden's 
flight to London for new instructions. 

Returning to Geneva, Mr. Eden is reported to 
have warned the Communists not to overplay 
their hand, and to have hinted that in any 
forced showdown on Southeast Asia the British 
would take their stand with the United States. 

That is undoubtedly true, and it is also true 
that Secretary Dulles can bring great pressure 
against the British for conformity with Ameri- 
can policy. He would be unwise, however, to 
force the British to follow a policy which they 
did not really approve. 

Since the British attitude in the end may be 
crucial, it is well to understand why London 
hesitates to write off Geneva and to stake every- 
thing on a Southeast Asia defense pact. 

As the Manchester Guardian Weekly points 
out, it is not because the British have any 
doubts about the need for “united action” in 
Southeast Asia. They realize that if an Indo- 
china armistice is achieved at Geneva the allies 
will have to join in guaranteeing it, and that if 
peace is not achieved, a common policy will be 
all the more important. But the Guardian states 
three objections to the defense pact as of now: 


The first is that a treaty cannot help in 
Indochina unless an armistice is achieved 
there first. Without some kind of line which 
might be subject to an international guar- 
antee, direct intervention by outsiders would 
be hard to justify. Mr. Dulles does the anti- 
Communist cause no service by trying to de- 
fine the Indochinese war in the black-and- 
white terms of Communism and anti-Com- 
munism. It is a complicated civil war. 

The second objection to a treaty is that it 
will be highly unweleome to much Asian 
opinion if it merely appears to underwrite 
reactionaries like Chiang Kai-shek and 
Syngman Rhee. In any event Indonesia, 
Burma, Ceylon, Pakistan and India will not 
want to join it. They are to be more valu- 
able friends than Chiang, Rhee and Bao Dai. 

The third objection is that the treaty still 
fis not likely to be backed by effective force. 
The threat of hydrogen bombs is of little 
value in Asia. But what else can the United 
States offer? Americans have shied away 
from the notion of sending soldiers to Indo- 
china, They seem also to realize that air 
attack could never stop the rebels in Indo- 
china, 


None of these objections may be conclusive, 
but Americans who are sorely troubled by the 
Indochina crisis will do well, to understand why 
a Conservative government of Britain, which 
has had generations of experience in Asia, hesi- 
tates to go along with Mr. Dulles’s plans. We 
would do well to appreciate, also, that those 
who differ with us are not necessarily ‘‘appeas- 
ers.”’ What a bitter irony it is that some Ameri- 
cans should apply this term to the greatest sin- 
gle enemy of Munich—Winston 8S. Churchill! 
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Missouri Moves to Compl 

The Missouri Board of Education has served 
the best interests of the people of this State 
by moving promptly to find out from Attorney 
General Dalton how it should proceed to comply 
with the Supreme Court’s anti-segregation deci- 
sion. If Mr. Dalton is as prompt in his advice— 
and he has been an alert and conscientious chief 
legal officer of Missouri—the information the 
State Board of Education asks will be speedily 
forthcoming. 

The one basic principle to guide by ig this: 
Segregation along racial lines in the tax-sup- 
ported public schools of the United States of 
America has been outlawed. All that remains 
is compliance, Seme school districts in so-called 
*‘border” states have already moved to comply. 
It will be a shining entry in Missouri's history if 
racial segregation is abolished by the start of 
the next school term in September. Certainly 
that should be the firm goal of every school 
district in the State. 

As if to underscore its momentous ruling of 
last week, the Supreme Court has now handed 
down orders in six other cases involving the 
rights of citizens who happen to be Negroes. 
These orders concern collegiate education, mu- 
nicipal auditoriums, municipal golf courses and 
low-rent housing. In every one discrimination 
based on color was struck down. 

There is no mistaking it, May 1954, marks a 
new height in the fulfillment of the 162-year-old 
promise of the Bill of Rights. |

Q. What does NATO mean? 

A. NATO stands for North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, the structure cre- 
ated in the autumn of 1949 to defend 
the Atlantic community against the in- 
creasing threat of Soviet aggression, 


Q. What nations are members? 


A. Belgium, Canada, Denmark, 
France, Iceland, Italy, Luxembourg, The 
Netherlands, Norway, Portugal, the 
United Kingdom, the United States, 
Greece and Turkey. 


Q. How did NATO begin? 


A. The increasingly expansionist and 
aggressive foreign policy of the Soviet 
Union following World War II gave di- 
rect impetus to the formation of NATO. 
In 1948, a resolution introduced in Con- 
gress by the late Senator Arthur H, 
Vandenberg called for the “association 
of the United States by constitutional 
process, with such regional and other 
collective arrangements” as affect na- 
tional security. This resolution result- 
ed in negotiations leading to the cre- 
ation of NATO. The United States Sen- 
ate ratified the North Atlantic Treaty 
82-13 in June 1949. 


Q. What is NATO’s purpose? 


A. Its purpose is peace through unity, 
strength, and preparedness. NATO is 
purely defensive. 


Q. Is NATO solely a military alliance? 

A. No. Article 2 of the NATO Treaty 
specifically states: 

“The parties will ... seek to elimi- 
nate conflict in their international eco- 
nomic policies and will encourage eco- 
nomic collaboration between any or all 
of them.” 


Q. Why are we in NATO? 


A. Europe's strategic value to us Is 
tremendously important. Its great pop- 
ulation includes the largest pool of 
skilled manpower on earth. Its armies 
form the backbone of any defense ar- 
rangement and are a strong deterrent to 
an aggressor. Its industrial plant is 
second only to ours. Its ports and air 
bases are vital to free world defense. 
Through European nations’ overseas 
territories we have access to scarce raw 
materials essential to United States 
industry. 

Q. How is NATO organized and how 
does it on? 

A. NATO is divided into civilian and 
military components. The top civilian 
organs are: 

North Atlantic Council: Made up of 
the Foreign, Defense, and Finance Min- 
isters and a permanent representative 
from each NATO country. 

International Staff: A secretariat 
which helps the Council carry out its 
tasks by providing specialized services, 

reparing reports and studies, and fol- 
owing up on Council decisions. 


The top military organs are: 

Military Committee: The chiefs of 
staff of the NATO countries, It advises 
the Council, develops military measures 
for the unified defense of the area. 

Standing Group: The permanent, full- 
time executive agency of the Military 
Committee. It meets in continuous ses- 
sion at Washington and is made up of 
a representatives of the British, 

nch and American chiefs of staff. 

SHAPE: Supreme Headquarters, Al- 
lied Powers, Euro he best known 
of NATO’s military commands. 
commander was President (then Gen- 
eral) Dwight D. Eisenhower, and it is 
naw headed by Gen. Alfred M. Gruen- 
ther. 

SAChANT: Supreme Allied Com- 
mander, Atlantic—headed by Admiral 
Jerauld Wright, SACLANT is respon- 
sible. for the defense of the North 
Atlantic Ocean area, )

Q. How does NATO strength compare 
with Soviet strength in Europe? 

A. Gen. Gruenther last October said 
“We still do not have adequate strength 
to defeat an all-out Russian attack.” 


Q. What nations will be in the Euro- 
pean Defense Community? 

A. France, the German. Federal Re- 
public, Italy, Belgium, The Netherlands, 
and Luxembourg, the same six countries 
that have pooled their coal and steel re- 
sources under the Schuman Plan. =: 


Q. What is the purpose of EDC? 

A. To create a unified European de- 
fense force under the contro] of a Euro- 
pean Defense Community. German sol- 
diers will thus be able to participate in 
the common defense without revival of 
. om national army and general 
staff. 


Q. How was the plan developed? 


A. EDC is a European idea developed 
by Europeans to safeguard their war- 
torn countries against future aggres- 
sion, The treaty was signed by the 
Foreign Ministers of the six nations in 
Paris on May 27, 1952. 


Q. What is the organization plan of 
EDC? 


A. The EDC will consist of a Euro- 
pean army. All defense forces of the 
member nations will be gathered into a 
European defense force except national 
police forces, troops recruited for de- 
fense of a member’s overseas territo- 
ries or for international missions, and 
naval forces designed for other than 
coastal missions. All troops and offi- 
cers within a groupment, which is com- 
parable to a division, will be of the 
same nationality. At the next level, the 
army corps, several groupments of dif- 
ferent nationalities will be brought to- 
gether under a combined staff. 

The political institutions required to 
supervise the armed forces and govern 
the entire community will be composed 
of four branches: (1) The Commissariat, 
roughly corresponding to a Defense De- 
partment, will be responsible for budge- 
tary matters and armaments and re- 
search programs; it will be composed of 
nine members appointed by the nation- 
al governments for six-year terms. (2) 
The Council, composed of six ministers 
representing each of the member gov- 
ernments, will have the right to-pass 
on many of the important actions of the 
Commissariat. (3) The Assembly, or 
legislative branch, is to be composed of 
the Assembly of the Coal and Steel 
Community plus three additional dele- 
gates for France, Italy and the German 
Federal Republic. (4) The Court, which 
is the same as the Court of the Coal and 
Steel Community, will settle legal prob- 
lems and will be empowered to cancel 
or reverse decisions of the other 
branches that exceed their powers. 


Q. When will EDC begin to operate? 


A. As soon as the treaty is ratified 
by the six member nations. 


Q. What is the status of ratification? 

A. The EDC Treaty has been ratified 
by Germany, The Netherlands, Bel- 
gium and Luxembourg. 


Q, What are EDC’s relations with 
NATO? 

A. All EDC members except the Ger- 
man Federal Republic are also NATO 
members. The two organizations have 
exchanged guaranties of assistance in 
the event of any attack upon any mem- 
ber of either. 


Q. What are United States interests 
in EDC? 


A. United States policy in regard to

The Dynamic Leader Retreats on Trade

WASHINGTON. 


N THE “DYNAMIC, forward-looking Eisenhower program,” 
check off another casualty. Dead and abandoned is the elabo- 
rate, comprehensive foreign trade program recommended so 


hopefully to Congress several weeks ago by President Eisenhower. 


Among other features, the 
most essential is extension for 
three more years of the Recipro- 
cal Tariff Act, and with author- 
ity to negotiate for further tariff 
reductions on a selective basis, 
and up to 15 per cent, over the 
next three years. 

The President has now an- 
nounced publicly that he will 
settle, instead, for a flat, one- 
year extension of the act, as 
was voted by Congress last year, 
with no addi- 
tional latitude 
for tariff cuts. 
This means an- 
other year of 
marking time, 
such as in the 
present year. 
For there is vir- 
tually no lee- 
way to nego- 
tiate further : 
under the act as 5 
it stands. The © Bg. Randall 
fine words of — 
the President in his message to 
Congress about the need of ex- 
panded trade to strengthen our 
allies so they can help them- 
selves have a hollow ring now. 


Without a Fight. 


We are treated to the dis- 
appointing spectacle of the once 
dynamic military leader who 
pushed our armies across Africa 
and Europe turn in his present 
role as our national leader in 
the White House, into one who 
is willing to “withdraw to pre- 
viously prepared positions” at 
the slightest frown or squawk 
from a noisy high tariff Con- 
gressman or lobbyist. 


As a practical matter, because 
of the bitter opposition within 
his own party, it was recog- 
nized that the flat one-year ex- 
tension was about all that could 
be salvaged for the President 
out of Congress this session.

Knives Are Out. 


That (their avowed aim) is de-

The President will get more 
of the latter, incidentally, than 
Republican votes. If one-year 
extension is achieved, then what? 
Well, what we have become so 
accustomed to—more “study.” 
Or at least talk.

Congress, according to the plan, 
the House Ways and Means 
Committee would open public 
hearings on the basis of the re- 
port by the special commission 
headed by Clarence B. Randall,

Up to the President. 


That report was the basis of 
the President's original program 
that now is being ditched. The 
Administration’s aim is to get in 
the next Congress what it failed 
so notably to get in this. 

The prospects? They might be 
fair if there is a Democratic 
Congress with a workable mar- 
gin. It is difficult to see, how- 
ever, how the President couid 
do any better with another Re- 
publican Congress than he has 
with the present one. 

That is, unless he should do 
what he heretofore has not done 
which is, first, to go before the 
people with his program and as 
if he meant it and, second, to 
give encouragement to the mi- 
nority in his party in Congress 
which shares his views on for- 
eign trade.

That is why we 
no longer can slip in mediocre material during 
the hot months. 

“The star who expects to remain a popular 
figure on TV must arrange to be out there in 
front of his audience all year long.

Otherwise, he may 
find himself a dead duck at the end of his 
holiday.”

The Need to Stretch Our Vision |

T seems like a long time ago that Hitler invaded Poland. 
During that September of distress and questioning I said 
to my host that I did not feel equal to the time in which 
I was called to live. I felt inept and trivial, neither staunch

THE CONFUSION I 
felt 15 years ago has in- 
creased under the re- 
peated shocks of contem- 
porary history. We are 
like children, says Mat- 
thew Arnold, buried by successive waves on the beach, 
without time between to catch our breath. (Arnold didn’t 
know the half of it!) 

I came upon these lines written by a Spaniard: 


DEAN STARBIRD 


“And now, larger than ever lies the curse 
On this our time; and all that went before 
Keeps altering its face from bad to worse; 


And each of us has felt the touch of war— 
War after war, and exiles, dangers, fear— 
And each of us is weary to the core.” 


Could anything describe more perfectly the present 
state of the world? But the Spaniard who wrote it, Garci- 
laso de la Vega, died in battle the next year—in the six- 
teenth century. That was a bad time, too. Their world 
was expanding, while ours is contracting. They were 
watching the death of an old order, with the virtues and 
values peculiar to it, and so are we. They were adjusting 
to new inventions like the printing press and artillery, to 
new fiscal problems with the influx of gold from the Carib- 
bean countries, to a higher standard of living, to the strain 
of thinking in a Copernican universe. Added to all that, 
they were tearing themselves to pieces with the religious 
wars. In France alone, Catholics and Protestants fought 
nine religious wars during the century, and the country 
was devastated and exhausted. 

Somehow they came through. There followed two 
rather wonderful centuries before history began tuning 
up for the modern period.

IT IS GOOD TO REMIND ourselves of the past. Today 
it is our allies who are “weary to the core,” and we our- 
selves have not the fresh enthusiasm of 1918. 

But Emerson says that America has a kind of instinct 
that makes her see a little better on a cloudy day, while 
scape argo and calamity she has a secret vigor 

and a pulse like cannon.” 

I hope that it is still true that our country sees clearly 
“6n a cloudy day. There are only a few minds, I think, cap- 

‘able of grasping all that is happening in the world, all its 
‘ Implications, ali the threat and promise of the future. 

Nevertheless the rest of us can’t stay home from school 

« like children who didn’t prepare the lesson or failed to 
“understand the assignment. We shall be forced to recite, 
whether or no. Each of us has to make decisions, cast a 
vote, try to influence the thinking of others. We are under. 
. the most solemn obligation to understand our world and to 
stretch our vision. “The safety of our homes and the free- 
dom of mankind alike depend on the conduct of each of 
us at this critical moment.” So wrote Sir Douglas Haig, 
field marshal and commander-in-chief of the British armies 
in France during World War I. It is even more true today.

the city. We cannot afford to be idiots now. 

“Life is action and passion,” said Oliver Wendell 
Holmes. “I think it is required of a man that he should 
share the action and passion of his time at peril of being 
judged not to have lived.”

Medicine Cabinet

AVE you looked over the medicine closet lately and

WHEN THROWING AWAY the old medicines do be 
careful to make it impossible for any child, or anybody, 
or any animal, to get hold of them. Little children mis- 
take pills for candy and with sad results. Surplus pills, 
tablets, powders, drugs of any sort should be destroyed 
beyond redemption. 

There is nothing quite so unwise in the treatment of 
enidren as prescribing medicine for them without the 
authority of a reputable physician. Drugs can be danger- 
ous if used carelessly or improperly. A physician has 
to study for years, and keep studying, learning, for years 
on end, to become wise enough to prescribe drugs. 


x* * * 

MORE AND MORE GRUDGINGLY does the ex- 
perienced physician use them and he is careful to stop 
their use at the earliest possible moment. We have all 
learned that there are two sides to illness, one the body, 
the other the mind, and the experienced physician studies 
both before prescribing medicine. He may treat the 
patient’s mental attitudes; he may even treat the mental 
attitudes of those who are in charge of the patient. In the 
face of this fact, anybody without the physician’s know)- 
edge and skill is daring indeed pn. Gene oe. Se 
scribe them for others. 

So, clean out the medicine shines, Throw away all 
the partly used boxes and bottles and be careful where 
they are put to insure they do not cause trouble to others. 
Then, lock the medicine cabinet if there are children in 
the house. One cannot be too careful about the whole

Will Outgrow 


Bickering

E’VE been telling you a lot 
W about how badly brothers 

and sisters may be ex- 
pected to get along, in the early 
years. Not until many boys and 
girls are 14 or 15 do they get 
along well enough with their 
brothers and sisters to satisfy 
their parents. 


We've told you this not to dis- 
courage you but rather to give 
you the (perhaps cold) com- 
fort of knowing that if your 10 
or 11 or even 13-year-old seems 
constantly to be bickering with 
brothers and sisters and not to 
be improving as you had as- 
sumed he must, he is not out of 
the ordinary. 


The thing that will interest 
most of you as parents, however, 
is probably not so much whether 
this is the case, as what you can 
do about it. 

* +. * 

WE SUSPECT and fear that 
there is less you can do about 
it than you would hope. Trying 
to get a rise out of siblings, 
teasing them, bickering with 
them, squabbling and wrestling 
with them are probably some of 
the many things that increased 
age alone fipally cures for sure. 

Furthermore, each family 
situation differs in so many 
ways from every other that it 
is most difficult to. give any 
general advice. Nor is the 
literature on child behavior too 
helpful in this respect. We re- 
commend “Brothers and Sisters” 
by Edith Neisser (Harpers) as 
one of the most useful books we 
know of on the subject. 

We can, however, make a few 
general suggestions. The best 
way we know to keep 
brothers and sisters from quar- 
reling is to keep them apart as 
much as is necessary. Find out 
the customary limits of their 
ability to be together peaceful- 
ly, and then try to separate 
them before those limits are 
reached. “ 


* *« * 

IN FACT, the best time to 
step in in your children’s quar- 
rels is before they happen. 
Plan in advance that they will 
not be together unsupervised at 
their most tired time. This may 
take a lot of planning, but it 
will be worth it. Plan for father 
to be with them—if he will. 
Plan for them to be engaged in 
separate activities. Plan if ne- 
cessary for one or the other to 
be out of the house. Even plan 
weg separate mealtimes if need 


Time and space can both be 
manipulated in this way. Have 
them do things at different 
times; or, if you possibly can, 
arrange that each has some 
space of his own which the 
others cannot invade. 

Try to help each one build up 
interests of his own—everR 
nursery school for the very 
young will help. With older 
children—friends, clubs, any 
sort of outside activities will re- 
focus their interest and make 
teasing their siblings a less im- 
portant -— yun actiway. 


‘WITH A "FEW, if things are 
excessively bad and without in- 
termission — you can arrange 
that they plan with some out- 
side person (other than mother 
or father) as a surprise to 
mother, that they will try to do 
better. This person may help 
them draw up certain rules, for 
instance. This will not work 
like magic, but it may help, at 
least temporarily. 

Most of all, though, separate 
them as much as 
cognize the normality of a great 
deal of bickering. And be will- 
ing to wait till they outgrow 
this long, long stage when fight- 
ing is a favorite activity.

Coconut Bavarian

BAVARIAN CREAM WITH TOASTED COCONUT TASTES AS GOOD 


AS IT 


AVE you ever wondered why 
H: creamy white dessert is 

known as Bavarian Cream, 
while another dessert of the 
same type, golden in color, is 
called Spanish Cream? I be- 
lieve I solved the mystery when 
I visited Bavaria at a time when 
much cream was available. 

It seemed that a dessert made 
with whipped cream was invari- 
ably on the menu. I have never 
been in Spain, but I understand 
that eggs are more plentiful 
there than cream. This may ex- 
plain why the second type has 
been named Spanish. When I 
was a child one of the party des- 
serts at our house was Bavarian 
cream. As a final touch, coeco- 
nut was added to the mixture. 

The prepared shredded coco- 
nut at this time was not particu- 
larly good, nothing like that 
which we can buy today. There- 
fore, in the spring when fresh 
coconut came to market, we went 
to all kinds of trouble to pre- 
pare it. 

The hard brown coconuts were 
broken into pieces with the aid 
of an ice pick and a hammer. 
After the shell had been re- 
moved, the meat was grated, and 
there was usually a cut finger 
or two. This is still the case 
if we yearn for coconut in its 
fresh state. 

Most of us are content to use 
the shredded coconut available 
in packages or cans. The latter 
is known as southern style and 
can be kept on hand for use at 
any time. Toasting accents the 
natural flavor. 

Coconut Bavarian Cream. 

One envelope unflavored gela- 
tine; one-half cup cold pine- 
apple juice; one and one-half 
cups hot pineapple juice; one- 


cream; one cup shredded coco- 
nut, toasted. 

Combine gelatine and cold 
pineapple juice. Mix weil. Add 
hot pineapple juice and stir until 
gelatine is dissolved. Add —

To Toast Coconut: Spread 
thinly in shallow baking pan.

What you can do about this is 
to clean things up and do the 
joint over the right way. 

Start off by cleaning out the 
spackle from the joint with a 
putty knife being careful not to 
damage the board. When it’s 
out of the way, apply a coat of 
spackle to the seam and then 
press the perforated tape into 
the soft spackle. 

Smooth off the surface of the

tape with -broad putty knife 
and allow the spackle to dry. 
When dry, sand the surface 
smooth and apply a thin coat of 
spackle over the tape. Let this 
dry, sand and apply additional 
coats until the surface at the 
joint is level and smooth with 
the rest of the board. 


Table Leaves 

When table leaves warp so that 
they don’t fit tightly, remove the 
metal pins and carefully plane 
the edges so they are once again 
straight. Better have a good 
level surface or straightedge to 
check your progress from time 
to time. If a considerable 


amount of wood has to be re- 
moved to insure a good fit, drill 
the pin holes a little deeper to 
compensate for the wood re- 
moved.

NEW YORK, May 25 (INS). 

OURTEEN hours after Thur- 

good Marshall won his great- 

est victory in the vaulted. 
chamber of the United States 
Supreme Court, his voice was 
raised happily in discussion be- 
fore another forum—the citizens 
outside a barbershop on a Har- 
lem street near his home. 

The Harlemites had spotted 
Marshall in a taxi, late at night, 
and hauled him out to explain 
the ramifications of the Su- 
premdé Court ruling outlawing 
racial segregation in. public 
education. 

It had been a long day—but 

talked almost until 

The incident is typical. At 


45, Marshall—special legat 
counsel for the National As- 


sociation for the Advancement — 


of Colored People—is, in his 
own words, “natural-born and 
easy-going,” and still hewing to 
a personal philosophy he adopt- 
ed years ago: 

“I intend to wear life like a 
very loose garment, and never 
worry about a thing.” 

It is a relaxed attitude that 


has. sustained the Negro lawyer 


through a decade of deadly 
serious business—race relations 
— and through conflicts that in- 
clude lynch-law ‘tensions and 
threats of personal violence. It 
has carried him from the slums 
of Baitimore’s Negro ghetto— 
where he attended segregated 
public schools—to the bar of the 
Supreme Court. 

He counts as mahy friends 
among the street-corner group 
as among the great names of the 
nation’s courts and universities, 
And those who know say his 
jitterbugging on the dance floor 
is-a thing of beauty. 

But the casual, unassuming 
manner masks a mind that—in 
the opinion of many Federal 
judges—has an unparalleled 
grasp of civil rights doctrine. 
Marshall has won 11 out of 13 
direct victories in cases before 
the Supreme Court—a record 
unmatched in the tribunal’s long 

. He has worked @s a 
consultant in 11 other Su- 
_preme Court civil rights cases— 
and helped Win a ruling against 
racial segregation in 10 of them. 

He is architect, brain trust 
and field general of the NAACP 
campaign to break down racial 
barriers through court aetion— 
a campaign that has made un- 


precedented and often unex- 


pected progress in a single dec- 
ade. It is in great measure 
Marshall's work that Negroes 
now have the vote in most 
southern states, attend southern 
universities, are freed from 
restrictive covenants and travel 
with fewer segregation bar- 


ers.

In his senior year, he met a 
University of Pennsylvania co- 
ed. He offered no financial 
security and no special stability 
—but lots of excitement. A few 
months after, she married him.

He joined the staff of the 
NAACP a few years later, and 
today earns about $12,000 a 
year—about six times less than 
he might command in private 
practice. 

In the 1930s and 1940s, he 
ranged across the _ country, 
chdosing his spots for legal 
battles that would have the 
greatest significance.

occasion, South Carolina state 
troopers escorted him to the 
edge of a tense town and “in- 
vited” him—with threats—to 
leave. Marshall strode back— 
and won his case next day. On 
another occasion, in New York 
state, the lawyer had to collect 
his evidence in secret, hide it 
in a spare tire, and drive out on 
back roads. 


His home life, then as now, 
was hectic. Marshall was often 
away; at best, once a week, he 
managed to meet with friends 
for an evening of pinochle, 
jokes, dancing and what = he 
calls “woofing around.” Though 
the Marshalls are childless, he 
has always longed for a set of 
electric trains. Cheerfully, he 
conceded that he’s never had 
time to play with them. Last 
year his wife and friends chip- 
ped in anyway—and surprised 
him with a complete set. 

In preparation for his Su- 
preme Court cases, Marshall 
consults with 20 to 40 of the 
nation’s most distinguished 
lawyers. He checks psycholo- 
gists, anthropologists, and other 
social scientists, and supervises 
the legal research of his assis- 
tants.
